My sense of human life as precious in God's eyes is nurtured in prayer. 
The beauty of the human person is depicted so poetically in the Bible. Isaiah 
61: 3-5 is a great example. 

You shall be a glorious crown in the hand of the LORD, 
a royal diadem held by your God. 

No more shall men call you "Forsaken," or your land "Desolate ," 
but you shall be called "My Delight," and your land "Espoused." 

For the LORD delights in you, and makes your land his spouse. 

As a young man marries a virgin, your Builder shall marry you; 

and as a bridegroom rejoices in his bride so shall your God rejoice 
in you. 

Catholics have a profound respect for all life, from womb to tomb. Why? 
Because that is what we learn from God? "Every human being is created in 
the image of God and redeemed by Jesus Christ, and therefore is invaluable 
and worthy of respect as a member of the human family" (USCCB, Sharing 
Catholic Social Teaching, p. 1). 

A wise old priest whom I met in Rome put it this way, "We are human 
beings, not human doings. " Our dignity is not derived from what we do, even 
the best things we do. Think of how we often assign greater worth to those 
people who are "successful" in athletics or business. In our day, a child in 
the womb is often "valued" based on its lack of defects. My sister's doctor 
advised her to abort her child when he observed signs of possible Downs 
Syndrome. She persisted in the pregnancy and the child was born perfectly 
healthy, but her experience reveals how our society assigns value based on 
human success. 

God's ways are not our ways. We are precious because we are created in 
God's image and likeness. St. Paul put it this way: 

For God, who said, 'Let light shine out of darkness,' 

made his light shine in our hearts to give us the light of the 
knowledge 

of the glory of God in the face of Christ. 

But we hold this treasure in earthen vessels, 

that the surpassing power may be of God and not from us" (2 
Cor. 4:6-7). 

We cannot destroy our dignity even when we sin repeatedly, or if we 
commit a horrendous a crime like murder. If we say that the terrible sinners 
have lost their dignity, then what is the worth of Jesus redemptive suffering 
and death? Consider this as South Dakota prepares to authorize the death of 
two inmates on death row. 

The foundation of respect for life is that each of us acknowledges how 
precious we are in God's sight. The revelation from God in Scripture will 
lead us to the path of life. Please pray for respect for all life. Let it sink in for 
you personally. Then ask God to infuse all people with a sense of how 
precious all people are in God's eyes.

1 O f*pints for ruitful Scripture Keading 

1. Bible reading is for Catholics. The Church encourages 
Catholics to make reading the Bible part of their daily prayer 
lives. Reading these inspired words; people grow deeper in their 
relationship with God and come to understand their place in the 
community God has called them to in himself. 

2. Prayer is the beginning and the end. Reading the 
Bible is not like reading a novel or a history book. It should 
begin with a prayer asking the Holy Spirit to open our hearts 
and minds to the Word of God. Scripture reading should end 
with a prayer that this Word will bear fruit in our lives, helping 
us to become holier and more faithful people. 

3. Get the whole story! When selecting a Bible, 
look for a Catholic edition. A Catholic edition will 
include the Church's complete list of sacred books along with 
introductions and notes for understanding the text. A Catholic 
edition will have an imprimatur notice on the back of the title 
page. An imprimatur indicates that the book is free of errors in 
Catholic doctrine. 

4. The Bible isn't a book. It's a library. The Bible is a 
collection of 73 books written over the course of many centuries. 
The books include royal history, prophecy, poetry, challenging 
letters to struggling new faith communities, and believers' 
accounts of the preaching and passion of Jesus. Knowing the 
genre of the book you are reading will help you understand the 
literary tools the author is using and the meaning the author is 
trying to convey. 

5. Know what the Bible is - and what it isn't. The 

Bible is the story of God's relationship with the people he has 
called to himself. It is not intended to be read as history text, a 
science book, or a political manifesto. In the Bible, God teaches 
us the truths that we need for the sake of our salvation. 

6. The sum is greater than the parts. Read the Bible in 
context. What happens before and after - even in other books - 
helps us to understand the true meaning of the text. 

7. The Old relates to the New. The Old Testament and the 
New Testament shed light on each other. While we read the Old 
Testament in light of the death and resurrection of Jesus, it has 
its own value as well. Together, these testaments help us to 
understand God's plan for human beings. 

8. You do not read alone. By reading and reflecting on 
Sacred Scripture, Catholics join those faithful men and women 
who have taken God's Word to heart and put it into practice in 
their lives. We read the Bible within the tradition of the Church 
to benefit from the holiness and wisdom of all the faithful. 

9. What is God saying to me? The Bible is not addressed 
only to long-dead people in a faraway land. It is addressed to 
each of us in our own unique situations. When we read, we need 
to understand what the text says and how the faithful have 
understood its meaning in the past. In light of this 
understanding, we then ask: What is God saying to me? 

10. Reading isn't enough. If Scripture remains just words on 
a page, our work is not done. We need to meditate on the 
message and put it into action in our lives. Only then can the 
word be "living and effective."(Hebrews 4:12).
